PENNA. LEGISLATURE QUITS 


Several Important Bills Passed Before 


Adjournment. 


Harrisburg, Pa., May 16.—Bills to 
carry out nearly all the pledgos of the 
Republican and Democratic parties in 
the last campaign ip Pennsylvania 
were passed by the legislature which 
adjourned 
gnally 
at 
noon 
today 
(Thursday). Some of those bills have 
already been 
signed 
by 
Governor 
Stuart and others will be acted upon 
in the next 30 d^vs. Among those 
which have been Approved are the 
two-cent fare bill, the trolley freight 
bill and the act appropriating $600,000 
for free sanitariums for indigent con­ 
sumptives. 


The 
appropriation 
to 
the 
public 
schools has been increased from $11,- 
000.000 to $15,000,000 for the next two 
years, and large increases have been 
made in the appropriations for the 
state insane hospitals and the care and 
treatment of the indigent insane. 


The appropriations to the public and 
private charities exceed the estimated 
state revenues of $41,000,000 for the 
next two years, and it Is expected that 
the governor will have to reduce the 
amounts of many of these bills. 


The total appropriations made by 
the present legislature aggregate $57,* 
520,0*12.32. Of this $25,522,763.05 is on 
the general appropriation bill; $26,- 
174,954.27 for state, semi-state charit­ 
able institutions, educational, monu­ 
ments and homes, and $5,822,325 for 
the soldiers1 pension bill. Added to 
the estimated state revenues of $44,- 
000,000 Is $10,000,000 surplus in the 
treasury, making a total of $54,000,000. 
Figuring that all the appropriations 
would be used, this would leave $3, 
000,000 deficit in the treasury. 


GIRLS NAILED IN BOXES 


Sulphur 
Fume« 
Expose 
Ingenious 
Smuggling Scheme. 


Port Townsend, Wash., May 20.—Six 
Japanese girls, each nailed In a pine 
box, were nearly killed by sulphur fu 
mlgation on board the steamer Canfa 
at Victoria. The girls, said to be im­ 
ported for Immoral purposes, were con 
signed to K. Sesookien, a steerage pas 
senger, alleged to be Takl Kaijoro, a 
procurer, who was deported from San 
Francisco two years ago. Through ex­ 
change of courtesies between Britlsk 
and American authorities the six wom­ 
en and Sesookien were brought here 
and will b© sent back to Japan. 


Smallpox broke out on the Canfa 
during the ship's last previous trip 
from the Orient, and on reaching Vic 
toria on the present trip the entir€ 
steerage was fumigated. The hatches 
were battened down and a largo quan 
tity of sulphur was ignited below. 


In a short time violent and protract 
ed sneezing was heard in the freight 
department.

compartment wa* 
hurriedly opened, officers of the shlj 
fearing that a pet cat had been im­ 
prisoned in the sulphur fumes. 


Surprise was great when a chorus ol 
sneezes issued from the six heavy pine 
boxes, while frantic scratching in the 
cases betokened great anxiety to es 
cape.

THE OIL TRUST 
VIOLATES LAW 


Washington, May 20.—That the his­ 
tory 
and 
present operation of the 
Standard Oil Interests “shows through­ 
out the past 35 years substantial mo­ 
nopolization of the petroleum industry 
of the country, a deliberate destruc­ 
tion of competition and a consequent 
control of that Industry by less than 
a dozen men. who have reaped ©nor« 
mous 
profits 
therefrom, 
largely 
through a system of transportation 
facilities,*' is charged In a report Just 
submitted to President Roosevelt by 
Commissioner of Corporations Herbert 
Knox Smith. Certain information ac­ 
quired is withheld for the present, in 
accordance 
with 
Instructions of tho 
president, who feels that their publi­ 
cation might interfere with the prose­ 
cution of the government’s suit pend­ 
ing against tho Standard Oil company 
and its subsidiary companies. 


The report contains the net results 
of a study of the petroleum business 
during the year 1904. 
It is tho first 
official statement of the operations and 
methods of the Standard Oil company, 
by which, the report states, through 
“scandalous railway discriminations'* 
and other unlawful devices they have 
secured and maintained an “excluslvo 
domination of the petroleum indus­ 
try.’* 


It is stated that in 1904 the Standard 
and affiliated concerns refined over 84 
per cent, of the crude oil run through 
refineries; produced more than 86 per 
cent, of the country’s total output of 
illuminating oil; maintained a similar 
proportion of the export trade in illu­ 
minating oil and transported through 
pipe lines nearly nine-tenths of the 
crude oil of tho older fields and 98 per 
cent, of the crude oil of the mid-contl 
nent field.”

China—Value of Tea Dust. 


Tea^ not from the leaves, but from 
the flowers alone of the plant, is rareiy 
encountered in commerce. The petals, 
stamens, etc., are smi dried, and the 
resulting lea is of a rich, deep brown 
hue of peculiarly delicate odor, and 
gives a pale amber colored 
infusion 
rather more astringent in taste than 
that from the average fair grade leaf. 
The taste for it is an 
acquired 
one, 
and even if this tea could be 
made 
commercially 
posible 
it 
is 
doubt- 
ful if it would ever become popular. 


The American sea trade 
could" ad- 
vantageously take a suggestion 
from 
the bride tea of the Far East. In our 
country, the tea dust^ some of which 
is of good quality, 
is 
not 
properly 
utilized. In Europe it 
is a 
regular 
article of trade, and it 
is 
advertised 
and sold as tea dust. 
In America it 
is sold to thousands of cheap restau- 
rants, who make from it the mixture 
of tannic acid, sugar and boiled milk 
which they sell as "tea." If, as in the 
Orient, this 
dust 
were 
compressed 
into bricks, good tea could be made 
from it, and the product would find a 
ready market through the multitude 
of uses for which it is adapted. 
A be- 
ginning in this 
direction 
has 
been 
made by the Pinehurst tea estate in 
South Carolina, and in Europe simi- 
lar advances have been inaugurated, 
The virgin' tea '(biepjcki-chi), so 
called from its use at Chinese wed- 
dings, is the sun dried leaf intact, 
tied up with three strands of colored 
silk. 
After infusion, these fagotliko 
little bundles are pickled in ^iuegar 
and used as salad. 
This tea is sold 
in especially htindsome sHk covered 
and glass topped boxes. 
The rarest 
of all tc?as, and one that has. never 
been known to reach this 'country, is 
a naturally sweet tea, produced in 
western China on a very limited scale. 
Its culture is centuries old, and the 
svcret has been jealously guarded from 
generation to generation, 
The 
sac- 
charlnity is probably due to grafting 
and years of patient study and care, 
such as ooly the small Chinese tea 
farmer is capable of bestowing.—Sci- 
entiiic American.

German Inventor’s Novel Plan sfer a 


Playhouse. 


Mr. Mausshardt, a Gerinan inventor, 
has recently made a successful at­ 
tempt to permit spectators to escape 
quickly4 from a theatre in the case of 
fire. 
In fact, 
his 
project 
aims 
to 
empty the theatre in 30 seconds from 
pit to gallery, no matter whether it 
contains 20 or 2000 visitors. 


When it is considered that the prob­ 
lem of moving bodily whole houses 
has been solved both in America and 
Europe, the task of conveying into 
the open the whole parquet, includ­ 
ing^ all its occupants, does not seem 
impracticable. 
In 
fact, 
Mr. 
Maus- 
sharflt places the whole parquet, in­ 
cluding the boxes situated on the same 
flosr, and the partition walls of the j 
lateral corridors, 
on 
rolls 
running» 
over rails extending for a suitable 
distance in front of the theatre. 
In 
the case of fii;e the whole parquet, in­ 
cluding any rooms on the same floor, 
is moved into the open quite independ­ 
ently of any individual attempts to 
gain the open air through the corri­ 
dors. 


As regards the other part of the 
problem, namely, to convey the specta­ 
tors in the balconies in the same Inter­ 
val of time into the open air, and to 
put them down on the street, this has 
been ingeniously connected with the 
first part of the rescuing problem. 
Each balcony has a number of win­ 
dow doors opening toward the street. 
Although closed during the perform­ 
ance, these doors are opened in case 
of an emergency either automatically 
all at a time, or else singly by hand,1 
in case of a breakdown of the mechan­ 
ism. 
Any one of these doors opens 
on a gallery, the galleries of each 
balcony being suspended 
by 
hinges 
from heavy outriggers, which act as 
powerful 
single-armed 
levers, 
and 
which turn around pivots beneath the 
first balcony. 
When lowered, all the 
outriggers and the three suspended 
galleries will be moved sidewise, com­ 
ing down outwardly on the street. 
The outriggers are fixed by their up­ 
per ends to wire ropes running over 
a pulley on the roof, through the later­ 
al walls into the ground floor, where 
they are wound up on rollers fixed 
rigidly to the side walls. As the out­ 
riggers descend a transverse shaft is 
actuated through a 
conical 
toothed 
gearing, and the racks fitted beneath 
the parquet, and along with these the 
parquet itself, which runs on rails, are 
set rolling. 
The exceedingly simple 
gearing is so calculated that at the 
very moment the outrigger galleries 
touch the street, the whole parquet 
has been removed from the theatre 
building. 


The entire apparatus has been so 
designed as to be operated from an in­ 
closed cabin after a signal has been 
received from a fire station In the 
theatre. 


There is, however, the possibility of 
some persons being left in the balcon­ 
ies after the rescuing has been per­ 
formed. These will be able to escape 
over stationary running galleries fitted 
outside to 
the 
building, 
the 
more 
easily as by far the majority of the 
spectators have 
doubtless 
left 
the 
theatre, so that there is no possibility 
of a crowd. 


A model theatre has been construct­ 
ed by the inventor according to the 
plans of the Karlsruhe Court Theatre, 
and a real theatre on this ingenious 
system 
will 
soon 
be constructed*— 
Philadelphia Record.

Ordering the Seasons. 


Among the strange duties of 
the 
Emperor of China is one that neces­ 
sitates his ordering the seasons. 
It 
is summer In America when the sun 
warms 'the earth, and not till then, 
but in China it is summer when the 
Emperor says it is summer. As soon 
as the Son of Heaven declares that 
summer has come, everyone in China 
puts off winter clothing and arrays 
himself In summer garb, no matter 
what his feelings may say on the 
subject. 
All domestic arrangements 
are made to suit the season, as pro­ 
claimed by His Imperial Majesty, al­ 
though they may not suit the individ­ 
ual at all. 


The nearest approach to the Chin­ 
ese custom of ordering the seasons is 
the practice observed in France in all 
public buildings. 
There it is winter 
on and after October 1. 
Fires are 
then lighted in all government offices 
and the 
servants 
exchange 
their 
white summer 
waistcoats 
for 
the 
thicker and darker ones of 
winter. 
At that date the public libraries are 
closed at 4, and in the streets the 
sellers of roasted 
chestnuts 
make 
their appearance. 
In official France 
it is winter, no matter what the wea­ 
ther may say and no mater what un­ 
official France may think.—Philadel­ 
phia Record. 


“ Big Four” Among Gems. 


In the gem kingdom the ruby, the 
diamond, the emerald and the sap­ 
phire constitute “the big four” and 
take precedence—and in the 
order 
named—of all other precious stones. 
The pearl is, of course, not a stone; 
it has a standard of its own. 
The 
expert test of the gem is its color, its 
degree of clearness and its perfec­ 
tion of cutting; 
upon the last de­ 
pends Its brilliancy. 
In the diamond

The other stones are cut al­ 
together differently—they are 
crys- 
talized in different systems; in fact, 
they differ in another respect,

variety of corundum.

nically known as the 'step cut” is an 
essential to bring out the fire of the 
last three.—Chicago Joural.

iTurthermore, he said that the 
icaraguans entered Honduras terri­ 
tory, which they ha£ no right to 
do.

The greatest spectacle in India is 
the sunrise gathering of Ganges wor­ 
shippers along the river bank at Be­ 
nares. 


Even when the tourist sees it, which 
is generally in the winter, there are 
from 30,000 to 50,000 bathers along 
the city fronlt. 
Ait «the summer festl 
vals three times that number take 
part in the ceremony. 


It is the dream of every pious Hin­ 
du to die in Benares, to have his 
body cremated ot 'the edge of “Mother 
Ganges” and /the tashes committed to 
her flood. If he once gets to Benoires 
‘his dream is pretty Sure to be realiz­ 
ed. 


The city stretohes for three miles 
along the Iefit or west bank of the 
Gangec, and all the city's extent is 
sacred ground. 
Who dies ‘there on 
the léft bank is sure of exalted es­ 
tate hereafter while the iright bank 
is desolate and accursed, and who­ 
ever dies on thait sfcretch of Ganges 
shore becomes» a donkey in the next 
incarnation, without hope forever. 


One bank of the muddy stream is 
steep «and high, crowded with palaces, 
temples and hanging gardens, with 
the broáxl, magnificent flights of steps, 
called ghiaite, sweeping down between 
t'hem to the river’s edge. 


The opposite shore Is 
low *and 
sandy. 
The Maharajah of Benares 
has a white marble palace on the 
right bank, far up stream, but no one 
dies in this Rjamnagar palace, nor in 
the village behind it, if mortal effort 
can prevent. 
The dying are bundled 
into boats in panic hiaistie, for it is 
as good to give the deaJth rattle on 
Mother Ganges' breast as on the Be­ 
nares shore. 


To see tlhe sunrise bathing! one 
starts before diaybreak, when in the 
winter months lit is» bitterly cold., even 
though one may be gilad of the shelter 
of a sun umbrella before noon. 


Describing her experiences Eliza 
Scidimore says in the National Geo­ 
graphic Magazine that when they bad 
raced down the great steps tand the 
houseboat was poled off from the 
bank a murmur of voices rose the 
iengiuh of the ghats from ithe tens 
of thousands on platforms built over 
the water or standing waist deep in 
the 
water, 
repeating 
in 
muttered 
chant the ancient Vedic hymn. 


They dipped themselves beneath the 
swirling mud flood; they lifted the 
water in jars and poured it over their 
Leads; they lifted it in their hands 
and let it «trickle through their fing­ 
ers or run down itheir arms, and they 
dipped tufts of sacred grass in th& 
waiter and sprinkled themselves. 


Each one was absorbed entirely in 
•the long religious recitals. They paid 
no heed to us, nor to any happenings, 
for the Hindu ritual is so exacting 
that if they should make a slip or 
omission they would have ito begin all 
over agatn. 


For the priests and high caste 
Brahmans the ¿aily prayers are of two 
hours duration by the water side, and 
continue all day, but the ordinary 
man 
morning ceremony done 


in far less *cime, wades back to shore 
and dry giarnjients, spots and stripes 
himself with fresh caste marks for 
the day. 
He fills a' brass jar with 
water and strolls along (the ghats with 
the crowd, stops for a prayer or two, 
salaams to a cow or two, pours his 
waiter offering over some greasy black 
image, and his religious work is done. 


Not every 
believer 
goes 
to the 
Ganges each morning. Tens and tens 
of thousands must shirk their relig­ 
ious duties entirely, for as the city 
has a fixed population of 222,400 and 
a floating population of 10,000 to 30,- 
000 it is only an eighth or »tenth of 
them all that hail the sun across 
Ganges. 


All who do go are in evidence save 
the few high caste and noble women 
who anrive before daylight and are 
rowed out In curtained boats to ‘bathe 
and pray unseen in midstream, 
It 
must require physical courage as well 
as religious zeal ito breast that cold, 
muddy current on a frosty morning, 
especially as -ttoe majority of (these 
people have only 
a 
doubl^e cotton 
sheet for promenade toilet. 


At the women’s ghat every woman 
carries a brass water jar or a still 
larger and heavier jar of red potitsery, 
and the procession of gracefully drap­ 
ed figures going up and down th* 
broad ghat is an unending deligat. 
Swathed in their winding saris, they 
wade into the rivier and pray, one is 
sure, to every Hindu deity which the 
ten fingers represent to let ‘them come 
into itihe world again in «orne human 
form iesís ignoble than a woman's. 


They go back «to shore and deftly 
envelop themselves in fresh saris and 
drop the wet ones to the steps with­ 
out once uncovering »the face or ex­ 
posing more than the feet and hands. 
They scour their brass lotas with 
Ganges mud, they wash their hair 
with -sacred muck and fill the jars to 
take home at the mouths of the city 
sewers, 


The devotees show no fastidious 
choice in dipping the water they drink. 
All is Ganges waiter and all is sacred. 


The burning ghat where human 
bodies are cremated is a neglected 
bank gullied by rains. 
Pyres, some 
new, others half consumed, are scat­ 
tered abotft. Ghouls are, poking among 
the ashes for coins or jewels, while 
the n*>re systematic carry pans of 
a&hee to the water's edge apd wash 


this pay dirt Wmm any placer mfner. 


Aloag th is i* rdting sequel to y*> 
terday s burnings lie fresh bodies, 
wrapped In *hit* sh o o ts ,&nd garlands 
of marigolds. 
The bodies are dipped 
in the Ganges and laid in rows, with 
the sacred stream laving their feet 
and profane ghouls washing p»ay dirt 
from yesterday’s pyres between and 
beside them* shaking cinders over the 
hapless, flower wreathed bundles. 


This rude open air crematory is the 
monopoly of the domri, lowest castc 
of all peoples, who charge e>.v*«.va* 
gan»tly for their services and for the 
wood, the oil aud thes flame which 
lights the funeral torch for touching 
off the pyre. 


The earlier in 
the morning the 
burning occurs »the greater certainty 
of paradise for the deceased. 
So the 
domri’s charges besln with extrava­ 
gant sums for burning the rich and 
noble at sunrise and decrease until 
in the afternoon »the very poor and 
the criminals from prison are burned 
—or half burned—and 
the rubbish 
and bones shovelled down the bank. 


Only the highest caste priests and 
the holy fakirs escape the torch. They 
are not supposed to need purification 
by fire. The fakirs are rowed to mid­ 
stream and 
committed to 
Mother 
Ganges—and probably to the alligat­ 
ors. 


COMMONER AND KING. 


An English Description of the Joys 
of Being, His Majesty’s Guest. 


The. recent visit of John Bums to 
Windsor Castle at the invitation of 
King Edwaid was unique, inasmuch 
as «the president of the local govern­ 
ment board is probably the only labor 
representcutive who bias been honored 
with an invitation »to dine and eleep 
at the royal residence by the reigning 
sovereign of the country, says Lon­ 
don Tit-Bits. 


It must have been a curious exper­ 
ience for one who was obliged to 
commence the struggle for a liveli­ 
hood at ten years of age »fcp be sa­ 
luted by sentries as ‘the guest of the 
king, and to be relieved of even his 
handbag by a »royal footman.

While, of course, the ordinary rules 
of royal etiquette are observed, there 
is always an absence of rigid formal­ 
ity when commoners dine with the 
king. 
His majesty acts the part of 
genial host to peifection, and with 
his usual -tact never fails to put his 
guests quite at ease. 


During the after-dinner smoke he 
throws off all reserve, and jokes and 
chats with his guests just as an ordi­ 
nary individual. 
Their majesties us­ 
ually retire from ifche company about 
10 or 11 o'clock, although th a t’does 
not mean that the guests must do 
likewise.

German inventor's Novel v Plan ^for a 


Playhouse. 


Mr. Mausshardt, a Gertnan inventor, 
has recently made a successful at- 
tempt to permit spectators to escape 
quickly'from a theatre in the case of 
fire. 
In fact, his project 
aims to 
empty the theatre in 30 seconds from 
pit to gallery, no matter whether it 
contains 2U or 2üü0 visitors. 


When it is considered that the prob- 
lem of moving bodily whole houses 
bag been solved both in America and 
Europe, the task of conveying into 
the open the whole parquet, includ- 
ing all its occupants, does not seem 
Impracticable. 
In fact, Mr. Maus- 
shardt places the whole parquet, in- 
cluding the boxes situated on the same 
flosr, and the partition walls of the j 
lateral corridors, on rolls 
running 
over rails extending for a 
suitable 
distance in front of the theatre. In 
the case of fii;e the whole parquet, in- 
cluding any rooms on the same floor, 
is moved into the open quite independ- 
ently of any individual attempts to 
gain the open air through the corri- 
dors. 


As regards the other part of the 
problem, namely, to convey the specta- 
tors in the balconies in the same inter- 
val of time into the open air, and to 
put them down on the street, this has 
been ingeniously connected with the 
flrst part of the rescuing 
problem. 
Each balcony has a number of win- 
^dow doors opening toward the street. 
Although closed during the perform- 
ance, these doors are opened in case 
of an emergency either automatically 
all at a time, or else singly by hand; 
in case of a breakdown of the mechan- 
ism. Any one of these doors opens 
on a gallery, the galleries of each 
balcony being suspended 
by hinges 
from heavy outriggers, which act as 
powerful 
single-armed 
levers, and 
which turn around pivots beneath the 
first balcony. 
When lowered, all the 
outriggers and the three 
suspended 
ga-lleries will be moved sidewise, com- 
ing down outwardly on the street. 
The outriggers are fixed by their up- 
per ends to wire ropes running over 
a pulley on the roof, through the later- 
al walls into the ground floor, where 
they are wound up on rollers fixed 
rigidly to the side walls. As the out- 
riggers descend a transverse shaft is 
actuated through a conical 
toothed 
gearing, and the racks fitted beneath 
the parquet, and along with these the 
parquet Itself, which runs on rails, are 
set rolling. 
The exceedingly simple 
gearing is so calculated that at the 
very moment the outrigger 
galleries 
touch the street, the whole parquet 
has been removed from the theatre 
building. 


The entire apparatus has been so 
designed as to be operated from an In- 
closed cabin after a signal has been 
received from a fire station in the 
theatre. 


There Is, however, the possibility of 
some persons being left In the balcon- 
ies after the rescuing has been per- 
formed. These will be able to escape 
over stationary running galleries fitted 
outside to the building, the more 
easily as by far the majority of the 
spectators have 
doubtless 
left the 
theatre, so that there is no posslbiiity 
of a crowd. 


A model theatre has been construct- 
ed by the Inventor according to the 
plans of the Karlsruhe Court Theatre, 
and a real theatre on this ingenious 
system 
will 
soon be constructed—

HE Japanese nation is not a perfected branch of the Aino 
and Malay. The original invader of Nippon was Mandschu- 
rian; the same type, that of the fives great families and of 
the Mikado, rules China today. The brown skin of the Mon- 
golian of Japan is due to the infusion of negro and negri- 
toid bloods—see Quatrefages and Maget- The bridled eye 
(Mongol) is due, accu.ding to no less an authority than Dr. 
Baelz of the University of Tokio, to bony formation of the 
orbit peculiar to all Mongolians. 


All Japanese culture, religion, education, the Shindayi language, etc., are 


distinctly Mongolian. Jimmu Tenno brought negroes with the sun and fire 
worship from Mesopotamia and through Maachuria. Zoroastrian traditions 
prove th>s. The Malay infusion (red) of fishermen and sailors, which came 
later, never penetrated through the race. And Jimmu Tenno almost exter- 
minated and drove northward to Yezo, Saghalien and the Kuriles the de- 
spised white, hairy Aino, the aborigines.

The extreme 
glabrity of ail Japanese hybrids shows that the Ainos had no part in the form 
ation of the Japanese race. The Indonesian blood in the Mikado's veins is 
Polynesian. The two terms are synonymous.

or place of burning, from "potaw," 
fire, and "unck," place of — hence Po- 
taunk, or Podunk, or Potunk. Nona 
of the historians intimates that it 
was an Indian synonym for hades, 
but it certainly meant a hot place. 
It is also made clear in their anoient 
histories that the Podunks were great 
fighters, or "hot stuff," in the ver- 
nacular of today. None of them was 
ever converted to Christianity. 


The Podunks owed their gradual 


extinction to their bitter feuds with 
the Mohawks, down the river. 
teen or more of the Poaunks 
killed at one time in a Mohawk am- 
buscade. A remnant of the tribe ex- 
isted in East Windsor in 1745, but 
cad quite disappeared in 1760, says 
Dr. Stiles, who also says that it was 
somewhere in the Podunk wilds of 
Windsor that Miantonomah. the great 
Narragansett chief, met his death at 
the hands of Uneas, his Mohican con- 
querer, probably Sept. 23-, 1643. Uncas 
was a mighty man of war, and sent 
Ms son, Oneko, over into the Nip- 
muck country.

Not every 
believer

Ganges each morning. Tens and tens 
of thousands must shirk their relig- 
ious duties entirely, for as the city 
has a fixed population of 222,400 and 
a floating population of 10,000 to 30,- 
000 it is only an elghtih or (tenth of 
them all that hail the sun 
across 
Ganges. 


Ail who do go are in evidence save 
the few high caste and noble women 
who anrive before daylight land are 
rowed out In curtained boats to bathe 
and pray unseen in midstream.

ospecBally as 'ttoe majority of /these

An English 
Description of the Joyt 
of Being. His Majesty's Guest, 


The. recent visit of John Bums to 
Wmdsor Castle at the invitation of 
King Bdwai^d was unique, inasmuch 
as the president of the local govern- 
ment board is probably the only labor 
representative who has been honoi>ed 
with an invitation »to dine and sleep 
at the royai residence by the reigning 
sovereign of the country, says Lou- 
don Tit-Bit)s. 


It must have been ta curious exper- 
ience for one who was obliged to 
commence the struggle for a liveli- 
hood at ten years of age ito be sa- 
luted by sentries las 'the guest of the 
king, and to be relieved of even his 
handbag by a troyal footman. 


Any one, however, who is invited 
*o dine with their majesties Is wiait- 
od upon In practically the same man^ 
ner as the king and queen would be 
'themselves. 
If a Jarge i>arty from 
London are asked to sipend »the night 
at Windsor Castle a special train is 
provided, and royal servants attend 
In order to wait upon the guests. 
In 
the case of Mir. Burns a special car- 
riage wais reserved for him, aiid a 
closed carriage, drawn by a pair of 
horses in charge of a postilion, met 
him at Windsor. 


While, of course, the ordinary rules 
of royal etiquette are observed, there 
is always an absence of rigid formal- 
ity when commonei-s dine with the 
king. 
His majestty acts the part of 
genial host to pOifection, and with 
his usual <taot never fails to put his 
guests quite at ease. 


During the lafter-dinner smoke he 
throws off all reserve, and jokes and 
chats with his guests just as an ordi- 
nary Individual. 
Their majesties us- 
ually retire from ithe company about 
10 or 11 o'clock, although that'does 
not mean that the guests must do 
likewise. 
They 
may 
please them- 
selves in exactly the same way as if 
they were at home. That their move- 
menits are in/ no wise restricted by 
any form of etiquette is shown by 
the fact that Mr. Burns, the morning 
following his visit to Windsor Oastle, 
was up at 6, and was looking ax)und 
the grounds between 7 and S. 


Their majesties seldom 
breakfast 
with their guests. 
Sometimes they 
give their farewell greeting the prev- 
ious evening, if the gue«t Is leavint 
the following morning. 
Usually, how- 
ever, both the king and queen say 
"Good-bye" -to any one who has been 
staying at the castle just before the 
guest leaves. 


It may not be out of place here to 
3ay 'a word 
regarding 
"command" 
theajtrical performances at 
Windsor 
Oastle. 
At one time the reigning 
sovereign not only paid all travelin% 
expenses, but also paid the actors 
and acftiresses at a certain rate. When, 
in 18b3, Queen Victoria resumed some^ 
thing like the old life at court, and 
asked the late Sir Henry Irving to 
play "Becket" at Windsor, the fam- 
ous actor stipulated that he should be 
allowed to bear all expenses, and this 
rule has usually been followed by 
other well-known actors 
who, with 
their companies, have given 
"com- 
mand" performances. 


Queen Vlotoria, however, made it 
a rule with all her guesDs iha.t she 
should bear the travelling expenses, 
and King Edward has always follow- 
ed her late majesty's generous ex- 
ample.

The Oriental religions have 
had 
great credit for teaching their peoples 
respect for the rights of animals and 
general mercy and kindness to them, 
and yet these religions are responsible 
for cruelties horrible to read of, as 
for instance, the long drawing out of 
a lingering death of some diseased ani­ 
mal in terrible suffering, on the theory 
that some frightful sinner of a human 
soul, having grovelled so as to have 
transmigrated Into that animal, is re­ 
ceiving his allotted punishment. 
An 
East Indian humanitarian, Mr. Labhah- 
ankar Lavmidas, writing: from Nagar 
Wado, Junagad, India, a few weeks 
ago to Lord Minton, begged him to put 
a stop to the impaling alive of pigs, 
lambs and fowls in religious cere* 
monies, and the killing of animals with 
swords, knives and spears in the hands 
of the populace, to make a religious 
holiday; and the crushiug of miles long 
rows of tied-np goats under the wheel» 
of a heavy chariot that is driven on 
the bodies of the unoffending creatures 
for another sort of religious ceremony. 
It appears that under the compact be­ 
tween the J3ritish government and the 
natives the government may ndt inter­ 
fere with the killing of animals in the 
name of religion. 
Torture of animals 
means a moral degradation of the tor­ 
mentors no matter how high and holy 
the cause may proclaim itself to be, 
whether in India, Europe or the Unit­ 
ed States.—Boston Evening Transcript.

Most farmers' wives exchange their produce for most things that they need, 
and) those who do not do so usually prefer to pay their cash where the know 
what they get in return. 
We need not often refuse to patronize the venders 
to “trash," for they, like tramps, soon learn to know the best places to stop. 
This does not include all clubbing. Some of our choicest periodncals are best 
secured through club offers, and sometimes an agent brings to our door the 
very thing we want and cannot get at the village. 
Or sometimes a crippled 
or disabled person, desirous of making an independent living, takes an agency 
for something.

Since we have begun to tell about 
the Podunk River we may as well 
add the facts 
that in 
this 
town, 
through which 
the 
Podunk flows, 
were born Jonathan Edwards, Oliver 
Wolcott, and John Fitch, the latter 
the father of all steam navigation* 
whose flrst thoughts of what might 
be accomplished by putting an engine 
into a boat, no doubt, came to him 
while, as a youthful clockmaker, he 
wandered along the shores of the Po­ 
dunk, a full century and a half ago. 
He was born in January, 1743. 


Podunk, Connecticut, is the place 
to which to send all letters for Po­ 
dunk people, where the name of the 
state is not given. There is* no other 
Podunk anywhere which can “hold a 
candle” to this Podunk that we all 
know about here. 


In fact, our Connecticut Podunk is 
the original article, and all other» 
are mere imitations. 


After the Englishmen under the 
lead of Winthrop who were determin­ 
ed to.be Americans arrived in Salem 
in 1630, one of the flrst Indian chiefs 
who came from the backwoods to 
make their acquaintance was Wah- 
quinnacut, who went to Boston in 
1631 to see them, and he is said to 
have belonged to the Windsor tribes, 
or Podunks. 


Podunk signifies the place of fira 
x>r place of burning, from “potaw,” 
fire, and “unck,” place of—hence Po- 
taunk, or Podunk, or Potunk. 
None 
of the historians intimates that it 
was an Indian synonym for hade3> 
but it certainly meant a hot place. 
It is also made clear in their anoient 
histories that the Podunks were great 
fighters, or “hot stuff,” in the ver­ 
nacular of today. 
None of them was 
ever converted to Christianity. 


The Podunks owed their gradual 
extinction to their bitter feuds with 
the Mohawks, down the river. Six­ 
teen or more of the Podunks were 
killed at one time in a Mohawk am­ 
buscade. 
A remnant of the tribe ex­ 
isted in East Windsor in 1745, but 
had quite disappeared in 1760, says 
Dr. Stiles, who also says that it was 
somewhere in the Podunk wilds of 
Windsor that Miantonomah, the great 
Narragansett chief, met his death at 
the hands of Uncas, his Mohican con- 
querer, probably Sept. 28, 1643. Uncas 
was a mighty man of war, and sent 
his son, Oneko, over into the Nip- 
muck country, Massachusetts, on a 
raid about 1660. The Nipmucks were 
trimmed oil that occasion in great 
shape. 
This happened in what is 
now the town of Brookfield. 
The 
settlers from Ipswich got there about 
that time and found that a meadow 
at the head of Quabaug Pond was 
called Podunk, and the name has 
lasted, although it does^ not appear 
that any of the Podunk . tribe of In­ 
dians ever lived there.

Echo of an Old Shot, 


The echo of a shot flred in the mid­ 
dle of the eighteenth century was 
heard in the Paris law courts a few 
days ago. 
One day in 1757 the Dau­ 
phin son of Louis XV., while out 
shooting, announced his intention of 
blowing off the end of a courtier’s 
mustache. 
The man knelt, and the 
Dauphin fired over his shoulder. At 
that moment M. de Chambors appear­ 
ed and received the whole of the 
charge, dying immediately. A perpet­ 
ual pension of 6,000 francs was grant­ 
ed, and was one of the three not abol­ 
ished at the Revolution. The pension 
of late years has been divided between 
two direct descendants, and when one 
of them died the 'Treasury refused 
to pay his share to the survivor. The 
latter brought an action .against the ' 
Treasury and judgement was given 
in his favor.—London Globe.

Guessing at Sphinx's Age. 


The great Sphinx of Ghizeh bears 


no inscription by which we can teE 
its date. In 1816 Caviglia, who in 
modern times was the first to clear 
away the sand, found 
between 
its 


paws a stele of the reign of Throth- 
nes TV., and, therefore, it was believ- 
ed that the Sphinx was carved by 
that monarch. But in 1858 the exca- 
vations of Maniette 
uncovered 
a 


stele bearing the name of Cheops, on 
which is a reference to the Sphinx. 
The ins -iption is eveidently of a 
late period, but is supposed to be an 
exact copy of an ancient 
carving, 


and, the translation seemed to place 
the Sphinx earlier than the Pyra- 
mids, and consequently to prove it 
the most ancient piece of work in 
the world. Still there remained four 
lines carved on the base which, could 
not be read, but !M. Daressy has now 
deciphered them, and it appears that 
the inscription is in two parts. In 
the earlier lines there is no mention 
of the Sphinx, but the lines, which 
date from the 
Persian 
occupation 


mention the repair of the 
Sphinx. 


There is, therefore, nothing by which 
we can tell the date of the monu- 
ment, and the only evidence we have 
is the headdress of the colossus. Its 
hood Is 
ornamented 
behind 
with 


three bands, a large .one oetween two 
smaller bands. Now this is a fashion 
which existed only toward the end of 
the twelfth dynasty in the reigns of 
Usurtasen m. and Amendment m. 
As the family showed much zeal for 
the god Harma'klin, whose portrait 
the Sphinx is, It Is probable that the 
monument is the work 
of Amen-

Joseph Jencks Had the Idea Over i wo 


Centuries Age. 


la rummaging among old papers a j 


Lynn gentleman has discovered the 
complete pattern 
of 
the American 


scythe, which was invented two and 
a half centuries ago by Joseph Jencks, 
an ironworker of Saugus. Massachu- 
setts. 
The invention of the scythe, 


says the Boston Herald, is referred 
to in Lewis and Xeu ball's "History 
of Lynn." 


This scythe took the place of the 


English '"bushwhacker"' scythe, made 
of a piece of thin, steel, about eighteen 
inches long and three inches wide. 
Jencks 
more 
than 
doubled 
the 


length of 
the 
scythe, reduced its 


width to one and one-half inches, and 
stiffened it by welding £. square bar 
on the back. 


The patent was, by an enactment of 


the Massachusetts General Court, as 
follows: 


"May 23, 1665. It is ordered that 


Joseph Jencks, senr., and his assigns, 
only, shall haue liberte graunted to 
them to make that engine the said 
Jencks hath proposed to this Court for 
the more speedy cutting of grasse, 
for seven years, and that no inhab- 
itant or other person within this jur- 
isdiction during that time shall make 
or vse any of that kind of engine 
without license first obtained from 
the said Joseph Jencks. on the poenal- 
ty of five pounds for euery such en- 
gine so made or vsed, to be recouered 
at any Court in this jvrisdiction by 
the said Joseph Jencks. senr., or his 
assignes."

Making a journey of 3,000 
miles 
behind a team of oxen, Ezra Meeker, 
who started from Tacoma, 
Wash., 
Jan. 22, 1906, has reached Ohio on 
his way to Washington, D. C. 
The 
object of his expedition (Is to estab­ 
lish monuments along the old Oregon 
trail, in honor of the pioneers who 
first used it to travel west.. He owns 
a .'large^ estate in Washington, and 
has a °wife and five 
children, 21 
grandchildren and four great- grand­ 
children. 


His family and neighbors protested 
against the long journey, but he was 
determined. Twenty monumeuts have 
been erected through Meeker’s 
ef­ 
forts, one costing $500, and he advo­ 
cates the establishment by Congress 
of a national highway from the Mis­ 
souri river to Oregon over the trail 
of 1852. 


Meeker’s wagon is one that 
was 
used on the“ old Oregon trail. 
It is 
a typical prairie schooner, and 
he 
calls it his “oxomobile.” 
He lectures 
from the rear of his wagon. He has 
not slept outside of his wagon since 
he started on the long 
trip. 
To 
President Roosevelt Meeker will pre­ 
sent his plan, which he says has the 
backing of all the congressmen of 
the west.

Guessing at Sphinx's Age. 


v 
The great Sphinx of Ghizeh bears 
no inscription by which we can tell 
its date. 
In 1816 Caviglia, who in 
modern times was the first to clear 
away the sand, found 
between 
its 
paws a stele of the reign of Throth- 
nes IV., and, therefore, it was believ­ 
ed that the Sphinx was carved by 
that monarch. 
But in 1858 the exca­ 
vations of Maniette 
uncovered 
a 
stele bearing the name of Cheops, on 
which is a reference to the Sphinx. 
The ins iption is eveidently of a 
late period, but Is supposed to be an 
exact copy of an ancient 
carving, 
and. the translation seemed to place 
the Sphinx earlier than the Pyra­ 
mids, and consequently to prove It 
the most ancient piece of work In 
the world. 
Still there remained four 
lines carved on the base which could 
not be read, but M. Daressy has now 
deciphered them, and it appears that 
the Inscription is in two parts. 
In 
the earlier lines there is no mention 
of the Sphinx, but the lines, which 
date from the 
Persian 
occupation 
mention the repair of the 
Sphinx. 
There is, therefore, nothing by which 
we can tell the date of the monu­ 
ment, and the only evidence we have 
is the headdress of the colossus. Its 
hood is 
ornamented 
behind 
with 
three bands, a large one between two 
smaller bands. Now this Is a fashion 
which existed only toward the end of 
the twelfth dynasty in the reigns of 
Usurtaben III. and Amendment 
III. 
As the family showed much zeal for 
the god Harmaklin, whose portrait 
the Sphinx is, it is probable that the 
monument is the work 
of 
Amen­ 
dment III.—London Globe.

’ How can a full summer's rest be 
secured by a 
tired woman«*—a rest 
which shall be one in truth and not 
simply a bhange in location without 
a change in habits and environment? 


"Build a permanent camp on the 
butsldrts of soine hill village and go 
and live the simple life,” is tho an­ 
swer of one woman, Kate J. Kimball. 
* (In a pamphlet issued for the benefit 
of detached wage earning women and 
others by the State Board of Agricul­ 
ture of New Hampshire, Miss Kim­ 
ball tells how to do it—how she did 
it, at least. And there is balm in her 
story for any woman who “needs a 
real vacation/' who has got to the 
point where h e r‘muscles are tired and 
her brain weary, her nerves tense and 
her will hard to control. 


Camping out is invariably suggested 
as the tonic par excellence for tho 
tired-out woman. 
The tired out wo­ 
man, like every other woman who 
tries tent life in company with hus­ 
band, brother or 
father, 
invariably 
wearies of it and pines after a while 
for frills and fiuger bowls, for porce­ 
lain tubs and ice cream sodas. 
The 
life is too bald for ordinary comforts 
to satisfy after the novelty has worn 
off, and then the hard, unpleasant 
parts of camping 
out, such as 
the 
cooking and dishwashing, are generally 
left to the women. What wonder that 
after a fortnight or so they balk! 


Miss Kimball solved all her prob­ 
lems at one grand coup by building 
a permanent camp high up in the New 
Hampshire hills. 
Being a family of 
one, she chose the outskirts of a vil­ 
lage rather than a location far out on 
a country road. Her plans she drew 
herself. 
This tir^d woman’s camp 
is 24 by 28 feet, stands a story and a 
half high, has a curb roof and a large 
central chimney outside. It is painted 
olive green, with while trimmings. In 
the upper ha&es of the windows are 
small panes, and 
there 
is a brass 
knocker on the door, by way of orna­ 
ment. 


Then there is an eight-foot porch 
running across the whole front. In­ 
side are eight rooms. 


“The living room occupies nearly the 
whole of the first floor,” to quote Miss 
Kimball’s description. 
“It has 
six 
windows, opening on 
three 
sides— 
north, west and south; an outside door 
leading to the porch, and a grate in 
which wood and hard or soft coal may 
be used. Back of the living room and 
opening from it is a dressing room, 
with sanitary plumbing—making the 
daily bath easy of accomplishment. 
And here is also a hallway, where 
there is a range for heating water 
and where light housekeeping may be 
carried on if desired. 
In the hallway 
are windows, an outside door and such 
little conveniences as 
a 
set 
bowl, 
drawers and cupboards. 
From the 
hallway stairs lead to the floor above, 
where there is a lighted spaceway 
large enough for a bed, bureau, etc. 
Opening from this is a pleasant sleep­ 
ing room, and two long closets for the 
storing of trunks extend under the 
eaves to the lront of the house.” 


All the floors in the camp are of 
polished hardwood. 
The walls are 
green. 
A few 
pictures 
make 
the 
rooms cheerful, and there are books 
and a piano for rainy days. 
In the 
cellar are the fuel and the ice box. 


“Camp Comfort,” as the builder calls 
her summer home, cost, including land, 
cottage, furnishings, water supply and 
plumbing, $1,800. It is 300 miles from 
New York and 175 from Boston, with 
six trains daily from the two points 
and six daily incoming and four out­ 
going mails. 
There is therefore only 
such tempered Isolation from the mad­ 
ding throng as is pleasant and volun­ 
tary. 
Two churches, a tiny 'library 
and a combination store and postofflce 
furnish further social amenities. 


So far so good. 
But at this point 
in the narrative, alluring as that has 
been, most tired women will part with 
the chatelaine of Camp Comfort, for 
in spring and early summer she rises 
at four. Naturally her friends ask her; 
“What do you do so early in the morn­ 
ing?" 


Her reply is: “This is the time I 
live.” 


So, having opened her eyes to a 
hillside with apple trees and a line 
of pines and the eastern sky, this 
camper, who believes in all the com­ 
forts of home, 
rises 
and 
dresses, 
“often stepping out on the porch to 
arrange my hair that I may better 
see the sky and my river.” Loafing, 
sewing, letter writing, walking driv­ 
ing, a little housework and company— 
for it is one of the delights of Camp 
Comfort that one may have a guest— 
make up the placid days. 
\ 


“Housekeeping is, 
of 
course, 
re­ 
duced to the simplicity of a chemical 
formula. Cream, milk, eggs and butter 
fresh daily; 
wholesome bread from 
the kitchen of a neighbor; and fruit 
and vegetables from our own garden 
make up, with nut foods previously 
provided, our simple fare. The whole 
expense of living per capita, including 
ful and laundry work, need not ex­ 
ceed 
a week; and with a little fore­ 
thought in planning even this allow­ 
ance can be greatly reduced.”—New 
York Tribune.

Joseph Jencks Had the Idea Over Two 


Centuries Ago. 


In rummaging among old papers a 
Lynn gentleman has discovered the 
complete pattern 
of 
the American 
scythe, which was invented two and 
a half centuries ago by Joseph Jencks, 
an ironworker of Saugus, Massachu­ 
setts. 
The Invention of the scythe, 
says the Boston Herald, is referred 
to in Lewis and Newhall’s “History 
of Lynn.” 


This scythe took the place of the 
English “bushwhacker“ scythe, made 
f a piece of thin steel, about eighteen 
nches long and three inches wide. 
Jencks 
more 
than 
doubled 
the 
length of 
the 
scythe, reduced Its 
width to one and one-half inches, and 
stiffened it by welding a square bar 
on the back. 


The patent was, by an enactment of 
the Massachusetts General Court, as 
follows: 


“May 23, 1G65. 
It is ordered that 
Joseph Jencks, senr., and his assigns, 
only, shall haue liberte graunted to 
them to make that engine the said 
Jenckg hath proposed to this Court for 
the more speedy cutting of grasse, 
for seven years, and that no inhab­ 
itant or other person within this jur­ 
isdiction during that time shall make 
or vse any of that kind of engine 
without license first obtained from 
the said Joseph Jencks, on the poenal- 
ty of five pounds for euery such en­ 
gine so made or vsed, to be recouered 
at any Court in this jvrisdiction by 
the said Joseph Jencks, senr., or his 
assignes.”

H E R E was a good deal of 
bitterness 
between 
Eng- 
land 
and 
the 
Northern 
I 
* 
* States at this time, and the 
Government 
at 
Washing- 
ton was deeply interested in the des- 
patches forwarded by the British Min- 
ister to his homo Government. 
It was 
known that England was friendly to 
the Confederacy and willing to aid it se- 
cretly, if not by open recognition. 
Un- 
.der kich conditions, it became neces- 
sary to know^ as much as possible of 
what was passing to and fro between 
Washington and l-iondou iu the form 
of cryptograms; and while most of tliis 
matter Avent by messenger or mail to 
New York, there wore many 
cipher 
telegrams sent at the last moment to 
catch the outgoing steamer, there being 
no ocean cable at that time. 
At the 
telegraph oilice all such messages were 
subjected to examination aud copies of 
them were made. 
After a brief con- 
versation with Secretary Welles 
the 
old gentleman brought out one of these 
cipher copies, and placing it in my 
hands said: 


"Mr. Osbon, you have a way of find- 
ing out secrets. 
Do you think yon can 
solve that? If you can. it will be worth 
five thousand dollars to you." 


I did not know even the nature of 
the paper at the time, but I saw that 
it was a cipher made up partly of 
words aud partly of a combination of 
numerals, usually in groups of four 
figures. 
Something about it suggested 
to me a naval signal book, and the 
thought occurred that perhaps if we 
had a copy of that used by British 
service we might unravel the mystery. 
I studied the paper for some time, aud 
the more I considered the matter the 
more certain I bccame that the British 
naval signal book would furnish the 
key. 
I 
finally 
informed Mr. Welles 
that I believed I could work the mat- 
ter out. but that I would need several 
days' leave from my paper and perfect 
copies of the ciphers. 
The former 1 
obtained without difficulty, aud 
the 
latter were promptly supplied. 
With 
them in an inner pocket, I left that 
night fer Boston, where a British man- 
o*-war was lying. 
I t was my purpose 
to secure her signal book at whatever 
hazard aud by whatever means, for in 
such cases the old adage of **A11 is fair 
in love and war" holds true. 


What I had undertaken to do was a 
risky business. 
The two nations were 
at peace, outwardly at least, and if 
my attempt were 
detected I 
could 
expect neither mercy from one side 
nor succor from the other, 
I think, 
however. I gave this phase of the mat- 
ter but slight consideration. 
My chief 
thought was of the signal book, and 
how to get it. 


Arriving at Boston. I promptly used 
my naval acquaintance to get intro- 
ductions to the ofiicers of her majesty^s 
service, and by a diplomatic course of 
wining'and dining presently made my- 
self a welcome visitor on her majesty*s 
vessel.

The Oriental 
religions have

and yet these religions are resiwnslble 
for cruelties horrible to read of, as 
for instance, the long drawing out of 
a lingering death of some diseased ani- 
mal In terrible suflCerlng, on the theory 
that some frightful sinner of a human 
soul, having grovelled so as to have 
transmigmted into that animal, is re- 
ceiving his allotted punishment. 
An 
Elast Indian humanitarian, Mr, Labhah- 
ankar Uivmidas, writing from Nagar 
Wado, Junpgad, India, a few weeks 
ago to Lord Mlnton, begged him to put 
a stop to the impaling alive of pigs, 
lambs 
and fowls In religious 
cere* 
monies, and the killing of animals with 
swords, knives and spears in the handg 
of the populace, to make a religious 
holiday; and the crushing of miles long 
rows of tied-up goats under the wheel» 
of a heavy chariot that is driven on 
the bodies of the unoffending creatures 
for another sort of religious ceremony. 
It appears that under the compact be- 
tween the prltlsh government and the 
natives the government may n6t inter- 
fere with the killing of animals in the 
name of religion. 
Torture of animals 
means a moral degradation of the tor- 
nienters no matter how high and holy 
the cause may proclaim itself to be, 
whether in India, Europe or the Unit- 
ed States.—Boston Evening Transcript.

At 
that moment M. de Chambors appear- 
ed and 
received 
the whole of 
the 
charge, dying Immediately. 
A perpet- 
ual pension of 6,000 francs was grant- 
ed, and was one of the three not abol. 
lahed at tiie Revolution. 
The pension 
of late years has been divided between 
two direct descendants, and when one 
of them died the 'Treasury 
refused 
to pay his share to the survivor. The 
latter brought an action .against the 
Treasury 
and judgement was given 
in his favor.—London Globe.

whose first thoughts of what might 
be accomplished by putting an engine 
into a boat, no doubt, came to him 
while, as a youthful clockmaker, he 
wandered along the shores of the Po- 
dunk, a full century and a half ago. 
He was born In January, 1743, 


Podunk, Connecticut, is the place 
to which to send all letters for Po- 
dunk people, where the name of the 
state Is not given. 
There is- no other 
Podunk anywhere which can "hold a 
candle" to this Podunk that we all 
know about here. 


In fact, our Connecticut Podunk Is 
the original article, and all 
others 
are mere imitations. 


After the 
Englishmen 
under 
tha 
lead of Winthrop who were determin- 
ed to.be Americans arrived in Salem 
in 1630, one of the first Indian chief» 
who came from the 
backwoods 
to 
make their acquaintance was 
Wah- 
Qulnnacut, who went to Boston 
la 
1631 to see them, and he is said to 
have belonged to the Windsor tribes, 
or Podunks. 


Podunk signifies the place of 
fire 
Dr place of burning, from "potaw," 
fire, and "unck," place of—hence Po- 
taunk, or Podunk, or Potunk. 
Nona 
of 
the historians 
intimates 
that 
It 
was an Indian synonym for hade^, 
but It certainly meant a hot place. 
It is also made clear in their ancient 
histories that the Podunks were great 
fighters, 
or "hot stuff," in the ver- 
nacular of today. 
None of them was 
ever converted to Christianity. 


The Podunks owed their 
gradual 
extinction to their bitter feuds with 
the Mohawks, down the river. Six- 
teen or more of the Podunks 
were 
killed at one time in a Mohawk am- 
buscade. 
A remnant of the tribe ex- 
isted in East Windsor in 1745, but 
had quite disappeared in 1760, says 
Dr. Stiles, who also says that It was 
somewhere In the Podunk wilds of 
Windsor that Miantonomah, the great 
Narragansett chief, met his death at 
the hands of Uncas. his Mohican con- 
querer, probably Sept. 28, 1643. Uncas 
was a mighty man of war, and sent 
his son, Oneko, over Into the Nip- 
muck country, Massachusetts, on 
a 
raid about 1660. 
The Nipmucks were 
trimmed on that occasion in great 
shape. 
This 
happened 
in what 
is 
now the 
tow^n of Brookfield. 
The 
settlers from Ipswich got there about 
that time and found that a meadow 
at the head of Quabaug Pond 
was 
called 
Podunk, 
and 
the name 
has 
lasted, although It does^ not appear 
that any of the Podunk. tribe of In- 
dians ever lived there.

Guessing at Sphinx's Age. 


X The great Sphinx of Ghizeh bears 
no inscription by which we can tell 
its date. 
In 1816 Caviglia, who In 
modern times was the first to clear 
away the sand, found 
between 
its 
paws a stele of the reign of Throth- 
nes IV., and, therefore, it was believ- 
ed that the Sphinx was carved 
by 
that monarch. 
But in 1858 the exca- 
vations of 
Manlette 
uncovered 
a 
stele bearing the name of Cheops, on 
which is a reference to the Sphinx. 
The 
ins 
iption 
is 
eveidently 
of 
a 
late period, but Is supposed to be an 
exact copy of an ancient 
carving, 
and. the translation seemed to place 
the 
Sphinx 
earlier 
than 
the 
Pyra- 
mids, and consequently 
to prove 
It 
the most ancient piece of work 
in 
the world. 
Still there remained four 
lines carved on the base which could 
not be read, but M. Daressy has now 
deciphered them, and it appears that 
the inscription is in two parts. 
In 
the earlier lines there is no mention 
of the Sphinx, but the lines, which 
date from the 
Persian 
occupation 
mention 
the repair of the 
Sphinx. 
There is, therefore, nothing by which 
we can tell the date of the 
monu- 
ment, and the only evidence we have 
is the headdress of the colossus. Its 
hood is 
ornamented 
behind 
with 
three bands, a large one between two 
smaller bands. 
Now this is a fashion 
which existed only toward the end of 
the twelfth dynasty in the reigns of 
Usurtaben III. and Amendment 
III. 
As the family showed much zeal for 
the 
god Harmaklin, whose 
portrait 
the Sphinx Is, it Is probable that the 
monument Is the work 
of 
Amen- 
dment III.—London Globe.

^ How can a full summer's rest be 
secured by a 
tired 
woman-*—a 
rest 
which shall be one in truth and not 
simply a bhange in location without 
a chauso in habits and environment? 


"Build a permanent camp on the 
butslvlrts of soine hill village and go 
and live the simple life," is the an- 
swer of one woman, Kate J. Kimball, 
d n a pamphlet Issued for the benefit 
of detached wage earning women and 
others by the State Board of Agricul- 
ture of New Hampshire, Miss Kim- 
ball tells how to do it—how she did 
It, at least. 
And there is balm in her 
story for any woman who "needs a 
real vacation," who has got to 
the 
point where her'muscles are tired and 
her brain weary, her nerves tense and 
her will hard to control. 


Camping out is invariably suggested 
as the tonic par excellence for tho 
tired-out woman. 
The tired out wo- 
man, like 
every 
other woman 
who 
tries tent life in company with hus- 
band, brother or 
father, 
invariably 
wearies of it and pines after a while 
for frills and finger bowls, for porce- 
lain tubs and ice cream sodas. 
The 
life Is too bald for ordinary comforts 
to satisfy after the novelty has worn 
off, and 
then 
the 
hard, 
unpleasant 
parts of camping 
out, such as 
tho 
cooking and dishwashing, are generally 
left to the women. 
What wonder that 
after a fortnight or so they balk! 


Miss Kimball solved all her prob- 
lems at one grand coup by building 
a permanent camp high up in the New 
Hampshire hills. 
Being a family of 
one, she chose the outskirts of a vil- 
lage rather than a location far out on 
a country road. 
Her plans she drew 
herself. 
This 
tir^d 
woman's 
camp 
is 24 by 28 feet, stands a story and a 
half high, has a curb roof and a large 
central chimney outside. 
It is painted 
olive green, with while trimmings. 
In 
the upper haA^es of the windows are 
small panes, and 
there 
Is 
a 
brass 
knocker on the door, by way of orna- 
ment. 


Then there is an eight-foot porch 
running across the whole front. In- 
side are eight rooms. 


"The living room occupies nearly the 
whole of the first iloor," to quote Miss 
Kimball's description, 
' I t 
has 
six 
windows, opening on 
three 
sides— 
north, west and south; an outside door 
leading to the porch, and a grate in 
which wood and hard or soft coal may 
be used. 
Back of the living room and 
opening from it is a dressing room, 
with sanitary plumbing—making 
the 
daily bath 
easy of 
accomplishment. 
And here Is also a hallway, where 
there is a range for heating 
water 
and where light housekeeping may be 
carried on if desired. 
In the hallway 
are windows, an outside door and such 
little conveniences as 
a 
set 
bowl, 
drawers 
and 
cupboards. 
From 
the 
hallway stairs lead to the floor above, 
where there is 
a 
lighted 
spaceway 
large enough for a bed, bureau, etc. 
Opening from this is a pleasant sleep- 
ing room, and two long closets for the 
storing of trunks extend under 
the 
eaves to the front of the house." 


All the floors In the camp are of 
polished hardwood. 
The walls are 
green. 
A few 
pictures 
make 
the 
rooms cheerful, and there are books 
and a piano for rainy days. 
In the 
cellar are the fuel and the Ice box. 


"Camp Comfort," as the builder calls 
her summer home, cost, including land, 
cottage, furnishings, water supply and 
plumbing, ?1,800. It is 300 miles from 
New York and 175 from Boston, with 
six trains daily from the two points 
and six dally incoming and four out- 
going malls. 
There is therefore only 
such tempered Isolation from the mad- 
ding throng as is pleasant and volun- 
tary. 
Two churches, a tiny 'library 
and a combination store and postofflce 
furnish further social amenities, 


So far so good. 
But at this point 
In the narrative, alluring as that has 
been, most tired women will part with 
the chatelaine of Camp Comfort, for 
In spring and early summer she rises 
at four. Naturally her friends ask her; 
"What do you do so early In the morn- 
ing?" 


Her reply Is: "This is the time I 
live." 


So, having opened her eyes to a 
hillside with apple trees and a line 
of pines and the eastern sky, 
this 
camper, who believes In all the com- 
forts of 
home, 
rises 
and 
dresses, 
"often stepping out on the porch to 
arrange my hair that I may better 
see the sky and my river."

ing, a little housework and company— 
for it is one of the delights of Camp 
Comfort that one may have a guest— 
make up the placid days.
